A PROCLAMATION 


For a General Faſt.

NALa NN Dereas the Lo2ds Spiritual and Tempozal, and Commons in Parliament Aſlembled, 
- 9 . having ben made acquainted by His Majeſty, That there is Jnfozmation given of an 
E ES IY02rible Delign againſt His Sacred Life; Aud being very ſenſible of the fatal Conte- 
RE , quence of ſuchan Attempt, and of the dangers of the Subverſion of the Pꝛoteſtant Be 
, U1g!on, and Government of this Realm (which God in his infinite Mercy Hath hitherto 
ſ pzevented, and it is to be hoped will pzevent foz the future) have molt humbly belought 
His Majeſty, That a Solemn Day of Faſting and Þumiliation may be appointed, to Im⸗ 
ee ploꝛe the Mercy and pꝛotection of Alnughty God to his Majeſties Royal Perſen, and in 
Him to all his Zoyal Subjects; and to pzay that God will bzing to light moze and moze all ſecret 
Machinations againlt His Majeſty and the whole Kingdom: The Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty, out of His 
own Religious Diſpoſition, hath readily inclined thereunto; And doth therefoze by this His Royal P2ocla- 
mation, Command a General and Publick Faſt to be kept thꝛoughout this whole Kingdom, in ſuch manner 
as is hereafter Directed and P2eſcribed, that lo both Pꝛince and People may ſend up their P2ayers and Sup- 
plications to Almighty God, to and foz the purpoſes a foꝛeſaid. And to the end that ſo Religious an Ererciſe 
may be perfoꝛmed at one and the ſame time, His Majeſty doth hereby Publiſh and Declare to all His Loving 
Subjects, and doth ſtraitly Charge and Command, That on Wedneſday being the Thirteenth day of Noven- 
ber next, this Faſt ſhall be Religioufly kept and celebꝛated throughout His Kingdom of England, Dominion 
of Wales, and Zown of Berwick upon Tweed. And that the ſame may be perfoꝛmed with all Decency and Uni- 
foꝛmity, his Majeſty, by the Advice of His Reverend Biſhops, bath Directed to be Compoſed, Pꝛinted and 
-, Publiſhed, ſuch a Fozm of Divine Service as he thinketh fit to be uſed in all Churches and Places at the 
time afozeſaid, and hath given Charge to His Biſhops to Diſperſe the ſame accozdingly. All which His 
” Majeſty doth er pꝛelly Charge and Command ſhall be Reverently and Decently obſerved by all His Loving 
Subjects, as they tender the Favour of Almighty God, and would avoid his TUrath and Jndignation againſt 
this Land, and upon pain of undergoing ſuch Puniſhments as His Majeſty may julily inflict upon all ſuch 
as ſhall contemn oz neglect fo Religious a Duty.
